anc{ent yeares, nor his large potſcſsions to commend 
ys induſtric, ormodeſtie, or lowely mind therein. YVhich 
y teach vs humility, though wee learne to diſdaine 
husbandry. Of whom willwelearne to be bumble,tt kings 
weexamples, and the ſonneof God humbleth himſelte 
om heauen rocarth, and yct wee contemne the example 
of the kings of the ory and the example ofthe King 
ofheauen ? 

The time was whene £dam digged arid delued, and 
David kept ſheepe, andallthe houte of Tacob were cal-
